eCandidate must have 
achieved a grade point average 
in high school commensurate 
with that required for satisfac- 
tory completion of courses at 
the institution the candidate 
plans to attend. Minimum 
grade point average shall not be 
lower than two (2) on a scale of 
four (4) during the high school 
career. 

*Student should have a

Receives Approval to Replace X-ray Equipment 


Mercy Hospital, Grayling, received approval frorn the State 
Health Director May 5 to replace x-ray equipment that no longer 
meets the requirements of the Ionizing Radiation Rules of the 
Michigan Department of Public Health. 

The new equipment will be installed at an estimated cost of 
$120,000 and will be ready for use in June. 

The State Health Director’s decision coincided with the 
recommendation of the Northern Michigan Health Systems Agen- 
cy; however, Mercy Hospital is required to furnish the State Health 
Department with complete details of actual cost prior to signing an 


enforceable contract.

AuSable Wild and 
Scenic River Study 


The final AuSable Wild and 
Scenic River Study report/en- 
vironmental impact statement 
is nearly complete. The Huron- 
Manistee National Forests have 
announced the final document 
will be completed and sent to 
the Secretary of Agriculture for 
his evaluation, decision, and 
final recommendation to 
Congress. 

“The public response, other 
considerations, and our 
analysis will be carefully 
evaluated by the Secretary of 
Agriculture in making his final 
recommendation to Congress,” 
commented Wayne Main, 
Forest Supervisor of the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests. 

The proposal to include cer- 
tain sections of the AuSable 
River in the National Wild and 
Scenic Rivers System  con- 
cluded an extensive study of the 
river area. The draft proposal 
was offered for public review in 
July 1979, and the public was 
invited to respond either in 
writing or at a series of public 
hearings. 

The draft proposal of: "x 
alternatives for public csssid- 
eration, Alternative 1, a no- 


action alternative, was simple a 
continuation of current 
management. Alternatives 2 
and 3 were separate economic 
development alternatives that 
featured maximum recreation 
benefits and maximum timber 
and mineral benefits. Alter- 
native 4 provided for protection 
of the river area through inclu- 
sion in the State Natural Rivers 
Systern. Alternatives 5 and 6 
were National Wild and Scenic 
River alternatives, which of- 
fered federal protection to 91 
miles of river.

Over Assistant’s Salary 


It’s Kent vs. County 
in Pay Squabble

The Crawford County Board of Com- 
missioners, already struggling to make financial 
ends meet, now faces another legal fight that 
threatens to dip into its already well-worn 


pocketbook. 


Former Prosecuting Attorney Thomas Kent 
has filed suit against the Board over a dispute 
involving back pay for his former Chief Assis- 
tant, Alton T. Davis, who was named to succeed 
him by Circuit Court Judge William Porter on 
April 28th, The suit was filed April 30th. Kent’s 
last day in office before leaving to assume a 


position in Grand Rapids. 


It alleges the county acted improperly in cut- 
ting the salary for the Chief Assistant Prosecu- 
ting Attorney from $5,000 per year ta $2,500 in 
1977. Citing an Attorney General’s opinion ren- 
dered April 10, 1980, Kent also challenged the 
count’s right to discontinue, altogether, funding 


for the position in 1980. 


In a letter co-signed by Kent and Davis to the 
county dated April 10, 1980, the sum of $2,500 in 


back pay was sought for 1977 in addition to sums 


ty payroll. 


“wrongfully withheld thus far for the calendar 
year 1980.’ The letter also asked that the salary 
for the Chief Assistant be reinstated to the coun- 


Kent is the only plaintiff named in the suit 


dated April 30th. 

The Board made the first cut affecting the 1977 
annual salary on January 10th of that year, even 
though a higher salary had been approved when 
the budget was prepared in the fall of 1976. In 
1978 the $5,000 salary was reinstated and in 1979 
raised to $5,300.

PRESENTED HEREWITH, some 
purely personal perceptions, take ‘em or 
leave ‘em, as vou will, 

—The ill-fated Iranian rescue mission, 
seemed to be in keeping with everything 
else that has happened to us in the 
Iranian crisis since last November. It was 
tragic, humiliating, frustrating, resem- 
bling fiction rather than reality, just as 
everything else has been. Yet it hap- 
pened. I dun’t object to the attempt to 
rescue the hostage prisoners; however, I 
do seriously question the timing, which 
seemed to contradict our simultaneous 
actions and words. It seemed to me the 
fitting time for rescue attempt was last 
November or December. As to the 
military or strategic aspects of the play, 
I'm not qualified to comment. Few are. 

—I can't shake the growing fear that no 
matter how many avenues we pursue, the 
53 hostages are doomed. I fear they will 
likely be caught up as early victims when 
the powder keg which is present-day in- 
ternal Iran finally explodes, as it cer- 
tainly will. 

An elemental question, perhaps, but 
I've never seen the answer: who is paying 
for the keep of the Hostages in Iran? Who 
pays for the food, for example? Who pays 
the cook, who was hired back with much 
fanfare? 

—PRESIDENT CARTER'’S appoint- 
ment of Edmund Muskie to become secre- 
tary of state seemed to me to be an ex- 
cellent political move by the President. In 
a stroke, he has strengthened his bridges 
to the Kennedy-liberal wing of his party, 
so ably manned to date by Vice President 
Mondale. Whether Mr. Muskie will make 
a good secretary of state is purely 


academic; his appointment _ strictly 
political. I was surprised Mr. Muskie ac- 
cepted the job. 


—That Mr. Carter’s manipulation of 
the White House and his incumbency is 
transparent politics should be no sur- 
prise. That's the way the art is practiced, 
and Mr. Carter’s a master at it. He signed 
an economic aid bill for the new 
Volkswagen plant in Michigan just days 
before the Michigan Democratic 
caucuses. He visited the wounded service- 
men in Texas just days before the Texas 
primary. He vacated the rose garden for 
the campaign trail about the same time 
opinion polls showed him running behind

Ronald Reagan, citing, of course, that 
things were better so he could be freed 
from his self-imposed rose garden restric- 
tions; yet, what had changed for the bet- 
ter? Nothing. It should be understoood 
that Mr. Carter is in a fight for his 
political life, and is using every means at 
his command to survive. It should also be 
understood that his actions are what they 
are: blatant politics. 


MICHIGAN’S GOV. Milliken finally 
announced his choice for president. 
George Bush got the nod. But Milliken’s 
timing, when Bush is so far behind front- 
runner Ronald Reagan, is open to serious 
question as to its political advisability. 
Milliken can’t really help Bush at this 
point; but he does strain his posture with 
the inevitable winner, Mr. Reagan. When 
Gov. Milliken says he has no ambitions 
along the Potomac and seeks no federal 
job, I believe him; his actions, such as his 
late endorsement of George Bush, prove 


it. 


—I’m still not convinced on the Olym- 
pics boycott, one way or the other. I can 
see merit in a united position against par- 
ticipation, thus registering our national 
objection to Soviet militarism; yet I can 
see merit in the argument that the 
boycott is too weak a gesture to have 
significance beyond national petulance. 
Then cam May Day, and its traditional 
celebration in communist countries. The 
official Russian observance of May Day 
in Moscow drew the appearance of United 
States diplomatic officials in the audien- 
ce. Yet our American athletes are expec- 
ted to boycott the international Olym- 
pics. I don’t quite understand all the in- 
nuendos of international diplomacy, I 
guess. It just seems inconsistent to me. 

—To close with some added comment 
on the Iranian rescue mission. I cringe 
whenever I read or see criticism of those 
who conducted the raid, and references to 
Keystone Kops or similar demeaning 
terminology, The servivemen involved 
certainly did their best, the eight who 
died were killed in the line of duty, and 
the aim of the men who were on the front 
line is not justified, in my opinion; the 
criticism, if due, should be aimed at those 
in charge, That's where the buck should 
stop; that’s where any fingers should be 
pointed. Tragedy, yes; comedy, no.

Lawn and 
Garden Care 


By Jim Smith 
A vegetable garden needs at 


~deast 6 hours direct sunlighty 


each day in order to be produc- 
tive. It is true there are flower- 
ing plants that are shade- 
loving, but not vegetables. 
There is one trick, however, 
which can improve your chan- 
ces of growing vegetables in 
shaded area or one that gets 
shade early in the day-simply 
use rolls of aluminum foil as a 
mulch. The aluminun foil will 
act as a light reflector increas- 
ing the amount of light around 
your plants. It will certainly 


improve your chances of 
growing easy crops such as 
bush beans, lettuce and 
tomatoes. 


There is a great deal of con- 
troversy about “organic” and 
“inorganic” principles of gar- 
dening, as well as a great deal 
of misunderstanding about 
what constitutes an organic 
gardener. 

For example, it is wrong to 
think that every garden aid that 
comes out of a package is a 
hazard to the environment. 
There are many manufac- 
tured pest controls developed 
from organic compounds, and it 
is ridiculous not to consider 
using commercial controls 
when pests reach plague pro- 
portions, and threaten complete 
destruction of the garden. 

For organic enthusiasts the 
following controls may prove of 
some benefit CUT WORMS- 
Wrap paper or cardboard 
around the roots (do not con- 
strict the root system) and 
plant 2 to 3” below the surface, 

Marigolds-discourages nema- 
todes and is repellent to rabbits. 
Slugs and Japanese beetles 
relish marigolds, however

This in my 3rd article on 
Reyes Syndrome and is mainly 
devoted to what parents should 
do if they suspect RS in their 
child. 

First, and most important- 
don’t PANIC. Every child that 
contracts RS does not die, as 
some papers seem only to 
report. Early diagnosis and 
imminediate medical  treat- 
ment is your main concern. 

If yon are worried that your 
Child ::::y have RS, ask your 
doctor first. Tell him of your 
fears and that you would like to 
have RS ruled out. A simple 
blood test can give your doctor 
information he will need in help- 
ing your child, If your child 
should have RS, then he will be 
prepared to observe the child’s 
medical behavior, usually while 
in constant communication with 
Reye’s doctors, elsewhere in 
the state. 

If the need arises, your child 
would then be transferred to a 
hospital that takes care of child- 
ren’s diseases, — especially 
Reye's Syndrome. Have confi- 
dence in your Doctor first. If he 

takes the diagnostic tests 
necessary to rule out RS, then 
at least you have sought proper 
medical assistance for your 
child.

What is Homemaker Service? 
It is homemaking-assistance in 
performing routine household 
activities to maintain an ade- 
quate living environment for 
the individual. Homemaking 
tasks might include light 
housekeeping, meal prepara- 
tion and laundry services, gro- 
cery shopping and occasional 
transportation to medical ap- 
pointments. 

These services are offered to 
any Crawford County Citizen 
that is 60 years of age or older 
and is unable to do these most 
necessary homemaking tasks. 
If you or you know of anyone 
that is home-bound due to tem- 
porary conditions, such as, 
iilness, injury, arthritis or other 
handicaps please give me a call 
at the Senior Citizen Center, 
348-9314. There is no charge for 
this service, however, if you can 
afford to pay, we do accept 
donations. This allows us to do 
more services for more people. 

The Homemaker is not 
allowed to administer personal 
care-in-home assistance with 
activities of daily living for an 
individual with a demonstrated 
need, including assistance with 
bathing, dressing, toileting, 
transferring, eating and am- 
bulation. These services are 
distinguished because they re- 
quire different sets of skill and 
qualifications, Distinguishing 
these levels of care is also more 
cost efficient in that it reduces 
the likelihood of a health 
professional performing a ser- 
vice that requires less training. 

Also, if you or someone you 
know has a few hours a week to 
volunteer to help provide these 
services to the homemaker pro- 
gram please call me here at the 

Senior Citizen Center. The 

volunteer will receive $1.50 per 

hour and 1842 cents per mile.

other courses may be taken, 
such as transfer to other 
medical facilities, or further 
tests. Above all, I can’t stress 
enough the need for all of us to 
be as well informed about 
Reye’s Syndrome as we are of 
other childhood diseases, such 
as measles, mumps, chicken 
pox, etc. If we become familiar 
with the symptoms, we will be 
able to handle the situation 
without undue panic, 

Next week I will be putting 
the insert from our pamphlets 
which list the symptoms of 
Reye’s. Please keep it in your 
medical book, or some place 
handy for reference use. 

There are two things which I 
would like to add since they are 
not on the list of symptoms. Fir- 
st, just watch your child’s 
behavior pattern. If it should 
change, or the vomiting is 
relentless for no longer than 6 
hours, then contact medical 
help. Secondly, I want to add 
this about infants under 12 mon- 
ths. Infants will not always 
vomit, they may just appear ex- 
tremely cranky for no apparent 
reason, may want to be left 
alone and sleep when they nor- 
mally would not. They also may 
show signs of hyperventilation, 
and seizures.

What do farmers in Crawford 
and Roscommon Counties have 
in common with farmers in 
lowa and Hlinois?, If they’re 
growing wheat, corn or barley 
farmers in Crawford and 
Roscommon counties are 
eligible for all the benefits of the 
1980 Wheat and Feed Grain Pro- 
gram the same as_ those 
growers in the Corn and Wheat 
Belts. 

In announcing the 1980 Wheat 
and Feed Grain Program 
Thomas Bluhm, manager of the 
Roscommon-Crawford office of 
the Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service 
(ASCS) noted that the only 
requirement for participation 
was that farmers report their 
planted acreage to their ASCS 
office no Jater than July Ist. 

“We realize that these two 
counties do not have a lot of 
farmers growing corn or wheat 
but there are a few and they are 
eligible for all the program 
benefits providing they certify 
by July 1st. 

By reporting their 1980 plan- 
ted acreage, they become 
eligible for disaster payments 
should weather cause produc- 
tion losses, they are also eligi- 
ble for deficiency payment 
should the national average 
price of wheat, corn and barley 
fall below established “target 
prices” which reflect the cost of 
production, 

In addition, farmers are also 
eligible for low interest com- 
modity loans with their har- 
vested crop as collateral, The 

1978 and 1979 Wheat and Feed 
Grain programs required far- 
mers to set aside acreage and 
imposed planting restrictions 
as a condition of eligibility but 
any farmer planting program 


a crops will be eligible as long as 


an acreage report is filed by 
July ist with our office,” Bluhm 
said.

Parks and Recreation To 
Receive $46,000 Grant Here 


The Parks and Recreation 
Commission has been notified 
by the Northeast Manpower 
Consortium of which Crawford 
County is a member, that it has 
been awarded financial grants 
totaling approximately $46,000 
for specia] projects. 

Projects funded by the grants 
include the Land Use Develop- 
ment of Hanson Hills Recrea- 
tion Area and a survey to deter- 
mine the impact of Camp Gray- 
ling on the local economy. Four 
employees will be engaged in 
the first project and three in the 
second. 

The Land Use Development 
Project focuses on providing 
Hanson Hills with year round 
recreational facilities. The 286 
acre complex has previously 
been used only for winter activi- 
ties such as skiing and the An- 
nial Winter Sports Carnival, 
The plan is to improve the 
grounds, develop hiking trails, 
provide picnic areas, establish 
diamonds for baseball and soft-

ball, construct tennis courts and 
Clean-up the water front. 

The Hanson Hills Recreation 
Area is administered by an 
Authority of at least 7 members 
representing Grayling, Gray- 
ling Township, the School Board 
plus one member at large and 
one from the Military. Its 
facilities are available for 
public use and youth groups, 
scouts, Day Care, schools and 
other recreational organiza- 
tions are encouraged to partici- 
pate.
